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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Schlensker teaches the element (22) provides an 
bottom wall of the housing (20) and a lid (24). The common wall section tapers as can be seen by the cross hashing of (24) is wider 
where the lateral wall and the curved edge section meet and is thinner at the opposite end fo the lid. Regarding claim 2, the curved edge 
section and the lateral wall join on a tangent as they merge parallel to one another. Regarding claims 5 and 1 7 Schlensker teaches the 
curved edge section has a mean edge radius of curvature which satisfies R>5xS, where S indicates the thickness of the peripheral wall of 
the cartridge container. The back up ring is the projection extending from the lid between the curved section and the lateral wall (fig. 1). 
Claims 13, 14 and 20 are product-by-process claims as they claim a process or method of attaching the lid to the container. 
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
